It is simply a m atter of knowing the 
right form and then In a little prac­ 
tice. 
It is an act that requires no 
originality and no special talent. But 
there are a lot of people neverthe­ 
less, who always do bungle an Intro­ 
duction, and this for the simple reason 
that they do not give the subject suf­ 
ficient 
thought or do not trouble 
themselves to look up the right way 
to do it. 
The other day I observed a stalwart 
young corporal, proud to have his 
cheery-faced little motlier visiting him, 
and eager to introduce her to bls 
friends.
